Trum an today proposed a 15 bil­ 
lion tax cut for low and middle In­ 
come taxpayers to fight the eco­ 
nomic recession. He also urged a 
big increase in governm ent spend­ 
ing.

current economic situation to the 
House Ranking Committee. 
Ile larded his views with 
pep­ 
pery jabs at the Eisenhower ad­ 
m inistration. The country, Trum an 
opined, would not be in the shape 
R is if the adm inistration had ta k ­ 
en quicker action. 
He said he saw no need for peri­ 
odic economic downturns and that 
both plans and policies of the gov­ 
ernm ent should be directed toward 
constantly

“ We 
m ight not be altogether 
successful in preventing economic 
dow nturns,” Trum an said, “ but at 
least we can m ake that our goal 
and not try to 
brush 
recessions 
aside by pretending that they are

and increased social security bene­ 
fits. 
He also hacked a community

com m unities, and an area redevel­ 
opm ent program 
to help create 
pew jobs in areas of chronic un­ 
em ploym ent. 
Finally, Trum an urged relief to 
amal!

ens the ability of the free

Truman contended the tax struc­ 
ture should be changed both to pro­ 
vide m ore purchasing power after 
taxes and to take special privilege 
benefits out of the tax laws. 
H u proposed $5 billion tax cut 
for middle and low income fam i­ 
lies, Trum an said, is the quickest 
way to put more spending power 
Into the 
hands

Trum an said such tax relief was 
also the ‘surest and safest way to­ 
ward a balanced federal budget” 
because it would help restore m ax­ 
imum em ploym ent and

We h a ve 
a diversity of private institutions 
engaged in major financial op­ 
erations—entirely outside the dis­ 
cipline affecting the commercial 
banking system and in s o m e 
cases—entirely without any dis­ 
cipline, even taxation.” 
This, of course, is a correct 
picture of the development of fi­ 
nancial institutions a n d opera­ 
tions among a free people. It is 
characteristic of the competitive 
system that too many legal re­ 
strictions destroy competition and 
lead to government c o n t r o l s . 
Bell comes up with the idea: 
. .Simple common sense in­ 
dicates we ought at least to have 
some authority in governm e a t 
that would be responsible f o r 
thinking it terms of overall eco­ 
nomic policy.” 
It is characteristic of our peo­ 
ple that whenever times become 
troubled we think of dictators.

Stalin looked like a bomb-throw- 
er. Nikita Khrushchev looks like 
a short-order cook. But that’s only 
one of the differences that make 
him dangerous to this country. 
The 
three 
early 
Communists 
saints — Lenin, Stalin, Trotsky — 
had faces tense enough to scare 
babies. They had fanatic eyes. 
Khrushchev 
kisses 
babies. 
And 
you can hardly see the eyes in his 
fat, round face. 
Stalin outlived Lenin and Trot­ 
sky but not their fanaticism. He 
became a symbol of what commu­ 
nism meant to millions: death and 
cruelty, and a willingness to sac­ 
rifice living generations for future 
generations. 
There was something • else he 
didn’t 
outlive 
either: 
his 
own 
brand of isolationism. This was in 
part 
self-imposed 
and 
in 
part 
forced upon the Soviet Unioh by 
the big powers which hemmed her 
in. 
Stalin’s combination of isolation­ 
ism and fanaticism — plus his 


own inflexibility — had two re­ 
sults: 
1. He turned inward and con­ 
centrated on building the Soviet 
Union. In this he was amazingly 
successful, 
although 
at terrible 
cost in lives. He laid the founda­ 
tions for the Soviet Union’s pres­ 
ent enormous power: in science, 
industry, 
education 
and 
arma­ 
ment, including nuclear weapons. 
2. T’ere was nothing persuasive 
about Stalin. He relied on the only 
means he knew: naked force. As 
a result, Soviet Communist ex­ 
pansion was limited. 
True, he seized the European 
satellites in World War II. He had 
to hold them by force. But when 
he tried force after the war — in 
the Berlin blockade, pressure on 
Greece, Turkey, Iran and war in 
Korea —- he failed. 
Instead of attracting his neigh­ 
bors to Soviet communism, he 
drove them out of fear to s^ek the 
help and protection of the West.

His grandparents, William and 
Catherine Booth, founded the Sal­ 
vation Army in the London slums 
during the last century. 
His father and mother, B a lls ­ 
ton and Maud Booth, broke with 
the Army over organizational pol­ 
icies and founded the Volunteers 
of America in 1896. 
Ballington 
Booth 
commanded 
the Volunteers from the organiza­ 
tion's founding until his death in 
1940 at 83 Then Maud Booth be­ 
came commander. The job passed 
to her son at her death in 1948. 
The current Gen. Booh will be 
the last of the family to hold the 
post. None of his children — two 
sons and a daughter — has gone 
into

work.
